Claim 5 was rejected under 35 USC §102(b) as being anticipated by Edwards et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,625,568), Claims 5 was also rejected under 35 USC §102(b) as being 
anticipated by Matsumoto (U.S. Patent No. 5,610,831).
